I made my share of the foregoing ob- 
seryations, which I have regularly ob- 
served when in town. My observa- 
tions so far go to show that during the 
same storm a much larger quantity of 
rain falls upon the tops and sides of 
the mountain ranges than falls upon 
the valleys between them. For in- 
stance: During the meath of July, 
while but 53-100 of an inch of rain fell 
at Reno, I saw showers in the adjacent 
mountains which poured down del- 
uges of water. In one of these I had 
to remain upon the mountains near 
Wadsworth all night and over five 
inches of water fell in the space of 
seven hours. Now, could it be 2 
sible tu secure careful observations 
along the mountain ranges as well as 
in the valleys we could easily estimate 
how much we could improve our 
State by stowing up these mountain 
showers and also poiot out with;cer- 
tainty the most available process for 
such improvements. We need the 
help of from eight te twenty painstak- 
ing men and women in each county of 
this State to make such obervati ons. 
Can we not findthem? Mr. Friend, 
of Carson, the Chief of the State 
Weather Service, has some gau 
which he is anxious to send out for 
this pu Can he not find enough 
men and women, who, taking an in- 
terest in this most anxious of all Na- 
ture’s laws, the distribution of the 
rain fall, will lend their aid to the de- 
velo ot of the natural resources of
